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REPORT  OF 

THE  ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  is  submitted  here¬ 
with,  and  covers  the  fiscal  period  from  the  1st  April,  1935,  to 
the  31st  March,  1936. 

Following  comment  on  the  operations  during  that  period 
will  be  found  the  customary  financial  statements  and  appendices. 

LICENSES 

There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  Brewers’  Licenses 
issued  during  the  year,  and  the  number  remains  at  five. 

Beer  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  381  hotels,  but 
during  the  year  four  were  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  necessary 
to  discipline  by  way  of  suspension  of  License,  one  Licensee  only 
during  the  year. 

The  Licensed  Hotels  throughout  the  Province  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  extend  adequate  service  to  the  travelling  public,  and 
the  Board,  in  its  efforts  to  maintain  this  high  standard,  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  closest  co-operation  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Alberta  Hotel  Association.  It  is,  however,  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  apparent  that  unless  there  is  a  general  improvement 
in  economic  conditions,  some  of  the  Hotel  men  will  find  it 
necessary  to  close  their  doors  owing  to  lack  of  patronage. 

Fifty-three  Clubs  received  Licenses  and  also  15  Canteens 
operated  under  military  supervision.  These  Licensees  conducted 
their  premises  satisfactorily. 

Appendix  “A”  contains  a  statement  of  the  Licenses  issued. 

LOCAL  OPTION 

Two  Local  Option  Plebiscites  were  taken  during  the  period 
under  review,  and  in  both  instances  the  vote  showed  a  majority 
to  be  in  favour  of  the  issuance  of  Beer  Licenses.

The  cost  of  taking  these  Plebiscites  amounted  to  $82.33  in 
all,  and  was  defrayed  by  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  statutory 
provision. 


LIQUORS 

Owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  rates  of  duty  on  both  im¬ 
ported  and  domestic  spirits,  made  effective  by  the  Dominion 
Government  towards  the  end  of  March,  1935,  the  Board  sub¬ 
stantially  reduced  its  prices  to  the  public  in  April,  1936. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and 
those  of  the  City  and  Municipal  Police  Forces,  have  continued 
to  be  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  of  the 
Province,  and  the  Board  is  grateful  to  them  for  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  which  they  have  at  all  times  so  freely  extended. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  sale  of  Permits  during  the  calendar  year  ending  on 
31st  December,  1935,  realized  $50,118.00. 

During  the  year  98  Permits  were  cancelled  for  varying 
reasons. 

The  Board  received  and  acted  upon  308  Orders  of  Inter¬ 
diction  during  its  fiscal  year,  and  during  the  same  period  449 
Orders  were  either  revoked  or  became  null  and  void  under  the 
Legislation. 

The  number  of  Interdiction  Orders  remaining  in  force  as 
at  31st  March,  1936,  was  844. 

Prescriptions  issued  by  Medical  Practitioners  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  916  were  filled  by  the  Stores  during  the  year. 

Individual  sales  to  permittees  numbered  1,249,732,  at  an 
average  of  $2.83  for  each  transaction. 

Shipments  by  express  to  permittees  totalled  25,685,  at  a 
cost  of  $10,129.01,  and  1,861  packages  were  sent  through  the 
mails  at  a  cost  of  $1,474.65. 

The  Board  and  the  Alberta  Brewers  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government  by  way  of  Customs  and  Excise  Duties,  Sales  Tax, 
etc.,  approximately  $1,350,000.00  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Approximately  2,968,000  gallons  of  beer  manufactured  in 
Alberta  were  sold  within  the  Province.
